STATE  NORMAL  SCHOOL  AT  FRAMINGHAM. 


HISTORICAL, 

In  piirsnancc  of  a  resolve  of  the  Legislature  of  Massachusetts, 
this  school  was  established  at  Lexington  in  July,  1839.  It  is  the 
oldest  normal  school  in  America.  It  was  I'einovcd  to  West  Xe'nH;on 
in  1844,  and  to  Fi'amingham  in  1853. 

DESIGN  OF  THE  SCHOOL. 

The  design  of  the  normal  school  is  strictly  professional ;  to  pre- 
pare in  the  best  possible  niarmei'  the  students  for  the  work  of 
organizing,  governuig  and  teaching  the  public  schools  of  the  Com- 
monwealth. 

To  this  end  there  must  be  the  most  thorough  knowledge,  tirst,  of 
the  branches  of  learning  letjuircd  to  be  taught  in  the  schools; 
second,  of  tlie  best  methods  of  teaching  those  branches;  and  third, 
of  right  mental  training. 

COURSES  OF  STUDY  AND  REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION 
TO  MASSACHUSETTS  NORMAL  SCHOOLS. 

1.  Candidates  for  admission  to  a  Massachusetts  State  normal 
school  must  have  attained  the  age  of  se^'enteen  years,  if  young  men, 
and  sixteen  years,  if  yoimg  women  (for  admission  to  the  household 
arts  course  at  the  Framingham  Normal  School,  an  age  of  at  least 
eighteen  years  is  required)  ;  must  be  free  from  diseases  or  infirmities 
which  would  unfit  them  for  the  office  of  teacher ;  and  must  present 
certificates  of  good  moral  character.  They  nmst  also  submit  de- 
tailed records  of  scholarship  from  the  principal  of  the  high  school, 
or  other  school  in  which  preparation  has  been  made,  showing  the 
amount  of  time  given  to  individual  subjects  and  the  grade  tlierein. 
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and  EiicU  additioiinl  evirlcric(i  of  qualifications  for  the  calliug  of  a 
teaclior  as  the  tioarcl  of  Education  mny  require. 

II.  A  candidate  for  admission  as  a  regular  student  to  a  general 
course  mnst  present  a  diploma  of  graduation  from  a  high  school, 
or  its  equivDlent,  and,  in  addition,  offer  by  examination  or  certifi- 
cate sntisfaetor}-  evidence  of  preparation  in  the  folloi^'ing  subjects 
for  a  total  of  fourteen  units.  A  unit  represents  a  year's  study  in 
any  suijjer-t  in  a  secondary  school,  constituting  approximately  one- 
quarter  of  a  full  year's  work.

ination  Board  (Substation  81,  New  York  City)  will  he  foimd  sug- 
gestive by  high  schools. 

Pot  admission  to  the  Massachusetts  Normal  Art  School  a  special 
examination  in  drawing  will  be  required  in  addition  to  the  above. 

C.  Additional  Subjects. — At  least  four  units  from  any  of  the 
foregoing  subjects,  or  from  other  subjects  appro-\-ed  by  the  second- 
ary school  towards  the  diplotna  of  graduation  of  the  applicant. 
Work  in  any  subject  approved  for  graduation,  in  addition  to  that 
for  which  credit  is  secured  by  examination  or  certification.,  may 
count  toward  these  four  units. 

III.  Examinalions.  —  Each  applicant  for  admission,  unless  ex- 
empted by  the  provisions  of  seeiions  IV.  and  V^.,  must  pass  entrance 
examinations  required  under  "  A "''  and  "  B."''  Examinations  in 
these  subjects  will  be  held  at  each  of  the  normal  schools  in  June 
and  September  of  each  year  (examinations  for  the  ^[assachusetts 
Normal  Art  School  are  held  only  in  September).  Candidates  ap- 
pMng  for  admission  by  examination  mnst  present  credentials  or 
certificates  from  their  schools  to  cover  the  requirements  under  "  C," 
and  will  not  be  given  esaminations  in  these  subjects. 

lY.  Division  of  Exahtinalions.  —  Candidates  for  admission  to 
the  normal  schools  may  take  all  of  the  examinations  at  once,  or 
divide  them  between  June  and  September.  If  the  examinalions 
are  dividcrl,  the  candidate  will  receive  no  credit  for  the  firSt  exam- 
ination, unless  he  secures  by  examination  or  certification  a  total  of 
at  least  five  of  the  ten  units  requircnl.  Examinations  carmot  bo 
divided  between  dilTcrent  years. 

Y,  Adnimion  on  Oertificaies.  —  Candidates  from  public  high 
schools  which  are  on  the  certificate  list  of  the  New  England  College 
Entrance  Certificate  Board  may  be  exempted  bv  the  principal  of 
the  normal  school  from  examination  in  any  of  the  subjects  under 
"A"  and  "B"  in  which  the  principal  of  the  high  school  shall 
certify  that  the  applicant,  in  accordance  with  tlie  practice  of  the 
high  seliool,  is  entitled  to  certification  to  a  college  in  the  Xew 
England  College  Certificate  Board.  Candidates  from  public  liigh 
schools  approved  for  this  purpose  by  the  Board  of  Education  may 
be  exempted  by  the  principal  of  ihc  normal  Fchool  from  examination 
in  any  subjects  under  "  A  "  and    B  "  in  which  the  applicant  has  a

Las  been  laiirsnod.  am]  when  ttje  princii)al  of  the  high  school  states 
that  tlie  work  of  tlio  :i]ip]icant  entith-s  him  t:>  corti Pication.  Credits 
secured  by  any  candidate  from  the  Board  of  JSegents  of  the  State 
of  New  York,  or  for  admission  to  any  college  in  the  ^STew  England 
College  Certificate  Board,  either  by  examination  or  ceriifitai ion, 
or  in  the  examinations  of  the  College  Entrance  Exanvination  Board, 
shall  bo  accepted  towards  the  total  of  10  units  under  "A"  and 
"B,"  Candidates  must  in  addition  to  -units  granted  by  certilica- 
tion  present  credentials  for  subjects  under  "  C." 

VI.  AdmL'ssion  as  Special  Studenis.  —  Graduates  of  normal 
schools  and  colleges  and  persons  i^'itli  satisfactory  experience  in 
teaching  may  be  admitted  as  special  students  to  all  courses,  under 
5uch  regulations  as  the  Board  may  prescribe.  Applicants  with  satis- 
factory teaching  experience  may  be  admitted  to  the  one  year's 
course  without  examination  or  other  requirements. 

VII.  Admission  to  Special  Courses.  —  Persons  possessing  quali- 
fications for  the  pursnit  of  work  offered  in  special  courses  may  be 
admitted  as  special  students  under  such  regulations  as  the  Board 
may  prescribe. 

PRACTICE  SCHOOL  FOR  THE  REGULAR  DEPARTMENT. 

All  the  schools  in  the  village  of  Eramingham  Center  liaTo  been 
put  under  the  charge  of  the  Board  of  Education  for  a  training 
school,  through  the  courtesy  of  the  school  committee  of  Fi'aming- 
ham. 

In  these  schools  there  are  all  the  grades  below  the  high  school. 
The  students  have  an  opportunity  for  observation  and  actual  teach- 
ing under  the  care  and  criticism  of  experienced  and  interested 
teachers.  During  the  senior  year  each  student  has  twelve  weeks 
of  teaching  and  observation. 

If  their  residence  permits,  the  pu].ul-teachers  arc  given  at  least 
four  weeks  of  the  twelve  in  one  of  the  neighboring  cities  or  towns, 
which  have  very  kindly  granted  to  the  school  an  opportunity  for 
observation  and  teaching.  During  this  time  they  work  with  indi- 
vidual pupils,  groups,  divisions,  and  a  whole  school.    Snch  service 
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brings  them  directly  into  contact  with  the  teaching  and  manage- 
ment of  schools,  and  compels  them  to  begin  to  study  school  systems. 
It  supplements  in  a  most  valuable  manner  the  training  of  the  prac- 
tice department. 

The  practice  school  is  directly  related  to  all  t!ie  work  in  the 
normal  school  proper,  and  the  students  are  taught  to  carry  out 
the  princij)le3  of  teaching  %\-hich  they  have  learned  in  the  class- 
rooms in  the  normal  department.  The  work  in  those  sciiools  forms 
ait  ijuporlajit  part  in  the  education  of  the  students, 

THE  MARY  HEMENWAY  DEPARTMENT  OF  HOUSEHOLD 

ARTS. 

A  TjiEJit:  Years'  Cocrsk  Hocsehot.d  Akts. 
The  department  of  household  arts  was  established  in  Boston, 
under  the  name  of  Boston  Xormal  School  of  Cookery,  by  the  late 
Mrs.  Mary  Hemenwaj',  in  1887.  In  June,  1S9S,  the  trustees  of 
the  Mary  Hemenway  estate  ollercd  to  the  State  Board  of  Education 
the  school,  with  the  very  generous  proposal  that,  if  the  olTcr  were 
accepted,  !Mr.  Augustus  Hemenway,  her  sou,  and  Mrs.  Louis  Cabot 
and  Mrs.  Win.  E.  C.  Eustis,  daughters  oC  Mrs.  Hemenway.  would 
thoi'oughly  furnish  and  equip  such  a  departineirt  as  a  tnemoriai 
of  their  mother. 

Bequiremenfs  for  Admission  to  the  TJepartmod  of  IloiiscJiold  Aris. 

All  the  requirements  for  admission  to  the  regular  department  of 
the  school  in  regard  to  examinations,  tuition,  testimonials,  and  such 
rules  and  regulation.^  as  are  from  time  to  time  given  for  the  conduct 
of  the  seliool,  are  the  same  for  tlic  houseiiold  arts  department. 

General  Statemetii. 

The  principal  object  of  this  department  is  to  provide  for  the 
adequate  training  of  tcacliers  of  houseiiold  art^,  cookery  and  sewing 
in  their  various  forms. 

The  time  required  for  the  completion  of  this  course  is  three 
years.  A  diy)loma  is  given  when  the  course  is  satisfactorily  com- 
pleted.

Linen  ret/rtired  for  the  Dcparlnient  of  ITousehold  Arts. 
Three  or  four  plain  wliile  shirt  waist  costumes :  matcrifil,  wliite 
piqiio  or  oUier  while  material;  skirt,  walking  length;  white  stocks 
and  helts.  Fouf  white  aprons:  material,  linen  preferred  (a  plain 
white  cotton  fabric  may  be  used)  ;  pattern,  a  full  akirt,  with  plain 
bib  having  narrow  side  straps,  the  straps  passing  over  the  shoulders 
to  the  back,  and  then  erossed  to  fasten  at  the  belt  with  hutton  and 
buttonhole.  Six  towels:  material,  '^tumbler  towelling,"  blue  and 
white  (^,4-inch  check) ;  length  of  towels,  three-quarters  yard  each, 
with  loop  or  buttonhole  to  hang  from  the  apron.  Two  round 
holders:  material,  dark  blue  denim,  bound  with  woolen  braid  to 
match,  and  to  be  Ining  from  the  side  one-half  vard  in  length,  by  a 
buttonhole.  Caps  furnished  at  cost.  Xote:  linen  and  pique  should 
be  shrunken  before  making.  A  laundrj'  apron  is  required.  Fur- 
ther information  in  regard  to  these  aprons  will  be  given  at  the 
school.  A  chemist  IT  ;i]'iron  is  necessary:  material,  preferably  dark 
blue  serge,  mohair  or  India  twill;  pattern,  a  sack  or  yoke  apron 
(round,  square  or  Y  neck). 
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All  articles  required  nmst  be  very  dMincthj  and  permanently 
marked  mth  the  owner's  name.  Eubh^r  heels  for  the  boots  are 
required. 

Practice  School  for  ihe  Department  of  Household  Arts. 
The  pi'actice  school  of  tliis  department  is  verv  broad  in  its  scope 
It  combines  classes  in  sewing  and  cookery,  coming  from  elemcntarr 
and  secondary  schools.    A  part  of  the  practice  school  is  carried  on 
in  tlie  mam  seJiool  buildmg.    Upon  n]mo.?t  all  school  davs  three 
classes  m  cookery  may  he  seen  at  work,  each  class  under  th^e  direc- 
tion of  a  senior,  assisted  by  a  member  of  the  middle  junior  da« 
On  other  days  the  seniors  instruct  classes  in  sewing.  Juniors  from 
the  regular  course  and  pupils  from  the  schools  of  the  practice  de- 
partment.   All  of  this  work  is  done  under  careful  supervision  In 
addition  to  this  teadiing  each  senior  carries  on  independent  cla.^es 
in  Bcwing  and  cookery  in  Framingham  and  in  manv  of  the  neigh- 
boring cities  and  to^vns.    These  classes  are  made  up  from  clemen- 
tary  and  secondary  schools. 

Under  this  plan  the  members  of  the  senior  class  have  a  full  rear's 
experience  m  teaching  one  or  more  classes;  and  the  members  ^f  the 
middle  junior  class  have  a  year  of  observation  and  assisting  wliieh 
prepares  them  in  a  measure  for  their  tcacliing  in  the  senior  vear 

buch  an  arrangement  for  practice  affords  tlio  pupil  telcher  a 
rare  opportunity  to  become  acquainted  with  the  problems  of  -eneral 
school  organization  and  management  of  both  elcmentnrv  and  second 
ary  scliools.  _  Being  in  a  great  measure  responsible  for  the  control 
0  her  class  m  these  centers,  she  learns  some  of  the  lessons  of  di«ci- 
plme  for  herself  and  for  her  pupils.  This  arrangement  trains  her 
to  meet  successfully  the  question  of  controlling  and  tcacliing. 

THE  ELLEN  HYDE  SCHOLARSHIP  FUND. 

The  Ellen  Hyde  scholarship  is  a  fund  contributed  bv  the  Alumna 
Assocmtion  of  the  State  Xormal  School  at  Framinoham  a=  a  per 
petual  tribute  to  the  teacher  whose  name  it  bears.    Miss  Hvde  was 
a  teacher  in  the  school  for  twelve  years  and  principal  "for  twenty- 
three,  making  a  service  of  thirty-five  vears. 

The  principal  of  this  fund  is  to  remain  intact,  and  the  interest 
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is  to  be  used  exclusively  for  tlie  ^vaefit  of  needy  students  in  the 
State  normal  school  at  Framingliam,  to  assist  them  in  pursuing 
their  professional  studies.  The  income  from  the  fund  is  a  trifle 
over  $300. 

The  beneficiaries  of  this  fund  are  to  be  selected  by  the  ijrincipal 
of  the  school  \\  itli  the  concurrence  of  the  facnlt\^  and  in  accordance 
■\rith  the  following  directions :  — 

To  become  a  beneficiary  of  the  Ellen  Hyde  fund  a  young  woman 
must  have  boon  in  the  school  one  year ;  have  a  good  physique,  unim- 
peachable character,  good  ability  and  good  manners ;  give  promise 
of  a  successful  teaching  career:  and  give  proof,  satisfactory  to  the 
faculty  of  the  school,  of  her  need  of  assistance. 

She  must  give  a  written  and  witnessed  pledge  to  repay  the 
money  received,  without  interest,  in  monthly  installments  of  $1 
every  moJith  for  the  first  year  of  teaching,  and  $2  every  month  for 
every  following  year  until  the  debt  is  dischaj'gcd. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  release  a  lieneliciary 
from  hor  indebtedness,  or  to  lengthen  her  time  of  payment,  when 
her  circumstances  seem  to  them  to  warrant  it. 

There  was  one  beneficiary  in  1910-11,  two  in  11)11-12  and  two 
in  1912-13. 

OTHER  REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION, 

1.  Inieniion  to  teach.  —  Candidates  for  either  department  must 
declare  their  intention  to  complete  the  course  of  study  in  the 
school,  if  possible,  and  afterwards  to  teach  in  the  public  schools 
of  Massachusetts  i'or  at  least  one  year. 

2.  Tuiiinn.  —  To  persons  who  live  in  Massachu.setts  tuition  is 
free;  but  persons  from  another  State  than  Massachusetts,  attend- 
ing a  normal  school  supported  by  this  State,  shall  pay  at  the  be- 
ginning of  each  lialf-year  session,  to  the  principal  of  the  school 
attended,  the  sum  of  $3.5, 

3.  Examinalinns  for  admission  take  place  at  the  close  of  the 
school  year  in  June,  and  also  at  the  beginning  of  the  school  >'ear 
in  September.  (See  calendar.)  Copies  of  examination  papers  will 
he  sent  on  application. 

Clas.?es  arc  formed  only  at  the  beginning  of  the  fall  term. 
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GENERAL  INFORMATION. 

EXI-EKEES,  BOAUD,  STATE  AlD,  ETC. 

7ioo7«.  —  Text-books  and  reference  books  arc  furnished  to  stu- 
dents in  the  regular  course.  Students  are  occasionally  advised  to 
buv  a  book  wdiich  is  thought  to  be  indispensable  as  a  part  of  their 
outfit  as  a  teadier.  Such  hooks  are  furnished  at  cost.  Students 
who  arc  to  live  in  the  boarding  halls  are  advised  to  bring  such 
text-books  as  they  have  which  are  of  recent  publication. 

Boarding  77ff?/s.  —  There  arc  upon  the  school  gi'ouuds  two  , 
boarding  halls,  Crocker  Hall  and  formal  Hall,  which  are  made 
as  homolik-e  as  possible.  They  are  heated  by  hot  water,  lighted  by 
electricity,  furnished  with  sanitary  and  lavatory  arrangements  of 
hot  and  cold  water,  and  supplied  with  pure  drinking  ^vatcr.  Each 
hall  has  two  iiarlors  set  apart  for  the  use  of  the  students,  one  as 
a  reception  room  for  friends,  the  other  for  the  sole  use  of  the 
students.  The  students'  parlors  have  each  a  piano,  also  a  small 
library. 

Those  ^-\io  intend  to  room  in  one  of  the  boarding  halls  must 
make  application  for  a  room  as  soon  as  it  has  been  decided  to 
enter  the  school,  using  the  form  as  found  on  last  page  of  the 
catalogue. 

Frice  of  Board.  —  The  price  of  hoard  is  $100  a  year,  $80  per 
term.  This  includes  everything.  It  must  be  paid  as  follows;  $40 
at  the  beginning  and  $10  at  the  middle  of  each  ter-m.  (For  term, 
see  calendar.)  '  In  case  of  illness  or  miavoidahle  absence,  the  cx^ 
pense  of  hoard,  for  a  limited  period,  is  shared  between  the  State 
and  the  student. 

These  rates  are  made  on  the  basis  that  two  students  occupy  one 
room.    There  are  no  single  rooms. 

Students  who  have  their  meals  and  washing  in  one  of  the  board- 
ing halls  are  charged  $130  a  year. 

Parents  and  guardians  are  requested  to  make  all  payments  for 
board,  by  checks  or  otherwise,  to  Mrs.  E.  E.  ncracnway,  cashier. 

What  m-udenh  are  to  funiM.  —  Students  who  hoard  in  the  halls 
must  furnish  their  own  towels,,  table  napkins  and  ring  and  bed 
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linen.  The  bed  linon  sliouhl  be  two  cotn])lete  sets  for  single  beds, 
the  pillow-cases  one-half  yard  ividf,  the  sheets  two  and  three- 
quarters  yards  long  and  only  one  and  oiie-halt  yards  wide.  These 
measurements  arc  exactly  snitable  £or  the  single  bed  in  use.  Stu- 
dents must  bring  a  laundry  bag. 

Every  article  which  goes  into  the  lamidry  must  be  verij  diaiinclly 
and  permanently  marked  witli  the  owner's  riamL-,  and  where  it  may 
be  easily  found.  Trunks,  also,  must  bn  marked  so  as  to  be  easily 
identified. 

State  Aid.  —  The  rnle  oi'  the  State  Boiii'd  of  Kdncation  in  regard 
to  State  aid  is  as  follows:  aid  is  not  furnished  during  the  first 
term  of  attendance.  Applications  for  this  aid  arc  to  be  made  to 
the  principal  in  writing,  and  shall  be  accompanied  by  such  evi- 
dence as  shall  satisfy  him  that  the  applicant  needs  the  aid.  State 
aid  to  students  in  the  normal  schools  shall  be  distributed  to  the 
several  schools  according  to  the  number  of  applicants  therein;  but 
the  selection  of  the  recipients  shall  be  made  from  such  students  as 
are  in  good  and  regular  standing.  In  this  distribution  of  State 
aid  the  pupils  who  live  in  towns  where  normal  schools  are  situated 
shall  not  be  considered  as  entitled  to  any  portion  thereof. 

Regulations. 

Students  in  a  normal  school  who  are  preparing  to  become  teach- 
ers should  be  able  and  willing  to  control  themselves.  They  should 
be  practically  interested  in  working  out  problems  of  self-govern- 
ment, and  should  make  rules  and  regulations  absolutely  unneces- 
sary. The  principal  of  the  school  desires  to  allow  the  greatest 
possible  freedom  of  action  in  all  particulars.  There  are,  there- 
fore, but  a  few  simple  rules,  such  as  obtain,  in  any  well-regulated 
family. 

Physical  EDroATio?r, 

All  students  are  obliged  to  take  exercises  in  the  gymnasium, 
under  the  direction  of  the  instructor  in  physical  education,  during 
the  entire  course. 

The  object  of  this  work  is  twofold;  first,  to  keep  the  student 
in  the  best  physical  condition  possible,  through  her  own  efforts, 
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aided  by  the  constant  supervision  of  the  instructor;  second,  to 
prepare  her  to  carry  on  the  work  in  the  schools  in  whicli  slie  will 
teach. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  gymnasium  work,  much  attention  is 
paid  to  the  outdoor  life  of  the  students.  Each  student  is  expected 
to  take  a  certain  amount  of  exercise  out  of  doors  every  day.  To 
help  make  this  requirement  pleasant  and  profitable  an  opportunity 
is  given  for  playing  tenuis,  basket  ball,  field  lioekcy  and  baseball. 

The  Gymn.asium  Suit. 
The  gymnasium  suit  consists  of  full  bloomers  and  a  perfectly 
loose  shirt  waist  of  some  black  material,  preferably  serge.    It  can 
be  ordered  at  the  school  in  September. 

The  Lunch  Boom. 

A  Word  to  Parents.  —  At  the  present  time  there  is  an  oppor- 
tunity, to  a  limited  extent,  for  the  students  wlio  come  to  the  school 
each  day  from  home  to  obtain  a  midday  lunch  in  one  of  the  boarding 
halls;  then  there  is  maintained  in  May  Hall  a  lunch  room  where 
hot  cocoa  and  difl'erent  kinds  of  soup  are  provided  at  cost. 

There  is  grave  doubt  in  the  mind  of  the  principal  whether  the 
parents  of  the  young  women,  wlio  come  each  day  from  home,  com- 
prehend the  necessity  for  something  warm  and  nourishing  to  be 
used  with  the  lunch  which  is  brought.  Do  parents  pay  due  regard 
to  the  wear  and  tear  of  early  rising,  traveling  some  distance  in  a 
steam  or  electric  car,  with  a  long,  hard  day  at  school? 

Employmekt  roE  Graduates. 
To  those  tvho  are  iliinldng  of  going  to  a  Normal  School.  —  There 
is  a  constant  demand  for  good  teaeher.s,  which  cannot  be  met,  to 
take  charge  of  elementary  schools,  public  and  private.  Probably 
at  no  period  in  the  history  of  the  common-school  system  were  teach- 
ers so  well  paid  for  their  services  as  at  the  present  time.  This  means 
the  teacher  of  character,  —  one  who  gives  herself  to  her  work,  in 
season  and  out;  who  is  a  student  of  current  events,  and  of  good 
pedagogical  and  general  literature.    The  demand  for  this  kind  of 
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a  teacher  is  far  beyond  the  supply.  There  is  no  demand  for  a 
teacher  who  gives  only  sparingly  of  herself  and  of  her  interests  to 
lier  children  ;  the  tinie-pcrver  is  not  wanted.  There  is  no  investment 
in  life-work  more  satisfying,  more  secure,  more  remunerative,  more 
correct,  none  more  honorable  tlian  that  of  a  consecrated  teacher. 

The  Situation  of  tue  School. 

The  school  is  in  rramingham  Center,  about  twenty  miles  from 
Boston  and  the  same  distance  from  Worcester. 

The  village  is  on  the  New  Tork,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Rail- 
road. Trains  on  this  line  from  Boston,  Taunton,  Fitehburg  and 
Lowell  make  good  connections  possible  with  all  parts  of  tlio  State. 
Electric  ear  lines  furnish  excellent  facilities  for  reaching  the  Bos- 
ton &  Albany  Kailroad  at  South  Framingham,  and  the  main  line 
of  the  Boston  &  Worcester  Street  Railway  runs  through  the  village 
very  near  the  school.  It  generously  gives  half-fare  rates  to  stu- 
dents.  The  steam  railroads  give  reduced  rates  to  students. 

YlSITOES, 

Tlie  school  is  always  open  to  the  public.  Parents  and  guardians 
are  cordially  invited  to  visit  it  often.  School  committees,  super- 
intendents and  teachers  also  are  espeeiall}'  invited  to  visit  the 
school  and  make  themselves  familiar  with  its  work.  They  will  be 
welcome  at  all  times. 

Committees  are  requested  to  ask  for  the  diplomas  of  applicants 
for  schools  who  represent  themselves  as  graduates  of  this  school.
